Florida will be partly cloudy and dry through Saturday with patchy late
night fog. 1 isolated showers and thunderstorms are forecast along the
southeast coast and Keys. Sunday through Tuesday will be partly cloudy



with scattered afternoon showers. South Carolina will be mostly sunny to
partly cloudy with clear nights through Saturday. Sunday and Monday will
be mostly cloudy with a chance of showers, then turning sunny on Tuesday.
High temperatures will be in the 70"s to lower 80"s in Florida and 60°s
and 70"s in South Carolina cooling to the 50"s and 60"s next week. Both
states will be generally dry Wednesday through Friday with seasonable
temperatures.

Nebraska and South Dakota will have variable cloudiness through Saturday
with a chance of rain in east Nebraska. Windy conditions are expected in
west Nebraska on Saturday. Sunday through Tuesday will be mostly dry wit
gradual warming. Wednesday through Friday will be generally dry and mild
High temperatures will range from the 40°s to the 60°s.
